No. 9-Pres./58.— The President is pleased to award the 
Police Medal for gallantry to the undermentioned officer of 
the Andhra PradeSi Police 

Name of officer and rank.- Shri Ramisetti Peda Naraslm- 
hatn, Sub-Inspector of Police ( Officiating ), Nellore District of 
Andhra Pradesh. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded .- Between the 3rd and 5th November, 1957. there 
was unprecedented rain in the Gudut Taluk of the Nellore 
District of Andhra Pradesh which resulted In heavy flood* 
and the dislocation of communications. The low-lylnjj 
area* of Sulurpet were completely inundated. Shri Ramisetti 
Peda Naraslmham, Sub-Inspector of Police, Sulurpet, by 
resourceful organisation, got as many of the Inhabitants as 
he could to leave the low-lying areas and made arrangements 
for their food and shelter. He also toot precautions to 

E revent anti-social elements from exploiting the situation. 

>n the 5th November, 1957, he was informed that a small 
colony of Yanadies was In danger of being washed away. 
The Sub-Inspector immediately requisitioned a stranded lorry 
and set out to rescue the Yanadies. The lorry could not, 
however, proceed very far and the Sub-Inspector thereupon 
Improvised a raft with empty kerosene drums, bamboos 
and planks and travelled on it at grave risk to his life upto 
Kotapolur, where he rescued the eight Yanadies who had 
taken refuge on the roofs of their huts and were In Immi- 
nent danger of being washed away. In effecting the rescue, 
the Sub-Inspector Narasimham had to swim considerable 
distances In dangerous conditions. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of the 
Rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible to 
officers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police as pro- 
vided in rule 5.
